REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Cheshire County: 

Agreeably to the laws of the State we submit our report 
for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1929 together with the 
reports of all the other County Officers. 

On January 1, 1930 the County had a balance on hand of 
$22,847.92 with no outstanding notes or bonded indebtedness. 
By consulting the tables of statistics printed in this report you 
will find a decrease in some departments and an increase in 
others. It was found necessary to do considerable repair work 
on the roof of the Court House the past year, and a new boiler 
was installed to replace a worn out one. The builiding was 
given three coats of paint and some of the stone work has been 
eleaned. A hatehway has been installed in the basement. 

The County Farm still remains under the able supervision 
of Supt. B. F. Sherman whose report is quite complete in detail 
elsewhere. In May the County met with a serious loss in the 
death of Helen C. Sherman, who had been matron of the Coun- 
ty Farm for 6 years, performing her duties in a most com- 
mendable manner. For a short time Mrs. Walter Wing, the 
wife of one of the employees, acted as Matron. She was suc- 
ceeded by Mrs. Blanche DeRusha, the present encumbent, 
whose work has been most acceptable. We feel that all per- 
sons housed at the Farm, the Hospital and House of Correction | 
are well taken care of and kindly treated. 

In June we entertained the members of the Cheshire Coun- 
ty Delegation, and their comments of the management and 
conditions in general at the Farm were most favorable. 
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We heartily appreciate the co-operation of all town and 
county officials during the past year, and again urge the tax 
pavers to visit the County Farm and see for themselves how 
the inmates are being cared for and their money expended.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of 

Cheshire County: 

The following is the annual report of the Cheshire County 
Farm for the year ending December 31, 1929. 

The most important improvement in the institution was 
the remodeling of one end of the building occupied by the old- 
er women for a nursery for children where much better care 
can be given them. This was a much needed improvement due 
to more children having to be temporarily cared for. 

General repairs were also made in the horse barn. The 
ceiling in the men’s ward in the hospital and several smaller 
rooms were renewed with metal ceiling, and considerable 
painting and paper hanging has been done. 

With the exeeption of potatoes the farm has furnished the 
institution with the usual amount of farm produce. The sale 
of farm produce has not been as large as the last few years 
due in part to a poor potato crop and a falling off in poultry 
receipts. 

There has been a steady improvement in our dairy herd 
during the past few years. A pure bred Guernsey bull has been 
kept so that all of our younger cattle are high grades. The 
purchase this year of 5 head of pure bred Guernsey cows and 
heifers has been a decided improvement to the herd. Our herd 
averaged 7,797 lbs. of milk and 325 lbs. butter fat estimated. 

The doctor’s report gives in detail the amount of work ear- 
ried on in the hospital, which has been filled to capacity most 
of the time. 

I wish personally to thank you for all you did for me at 
the time Mrs. Sherman was taken. 

Mrs. DeRusha our matron and I would eall your attention 
to the efficient services of Dr. B. T. Mousley and we wish to 
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express our thanks to all church organizations who have as- 
sisted in conducting our religious services, and to all those 
who sent gifts to the inmates during the year, especially at 
Christmas time. The usual Christmas exercises were observed 
and all were well remembered.

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PHYSICIAN’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners 

for the County of Cheshire: 

Herewith I submit my report as physician of Maplewood 
Home for the year ending December 81, 1929. 

To the commissioners, superintendant and other officials 
of the county, I wish to express my appreciation for the co- 
operation and assistance during the year. 

Karly in the year we met with an irreparable loss in the 
death of the matron, Mrs. Sherman, who had always given the 
most watchful attention to the comfort and welfare of the 
patients in the hospital, as well as to all inmates of the institu- 
tion. The superintendant has been fortunate, however in ob- 
taining an excellent matron who with the staff of nurses have 
given me every assistance possible in my work at the hospital. 

The health of the inmates during the past year has been 
about as usually expected in institutions of this kind. Many 
prisoners have required hospital attention and several have 
required surgical treatment. 

As in 1928 the hospital has been filled to capacity nearly 
all the year; patients having been admitted from nearly every 
town in the county. The congestion has been somewhat re- 
leved by the removal of the older children to the new quarters 
prepared for them in another building of the institution. 

There were 193 weeks and 1 day of hospital care furnished, 
not including medical attention given the inmates throughout 
the institution for minor ailments which did not require hos- 
pital care. . 

There were 4 major and 9 minor operations performed and 
cared for at the hospital during the year all of which recovered. 

There were 22 deaths and 5 births at the hospital during

To the Members of the Cheshire County Delegation: 

Your Committee, appointed to investigate the finances of 
the County, have commenced their work, and beg leave to 
present the following as a report of progress. While the work 
is not complete, it is as far as the Committee has thus far had 
time to go; and it feels that it should submit its findings thus 
far to the delegation to ascertain how far it is desired to pro- 
ceed.

The County appropriated $5,400.00 for each of the years 
1927-28; but since the County Extension Work year and the 
County year do not coincide, the amount received by .Exten- 
sion Work as shown for the year 1927, is in part the appropria- 
tion of $4,700.00 by the County for the year 1926. 

There seems to be no reason for further investigation of 
the Extension Work expenditures, as they are all clearly set 
forth in the itemized report which the Committee procured. 
An appropriation of $6,000.00 for each of the two succeeding 
years is requested, to cover some increase in expenses and ac- 
tivities. Apparently the question for the delegation to’ deter- 
mine is whether the work done is worth its cost. 


The accounts of the County Commissioners, while carried 
on their books in a manner admirable from a book-keeping 
standpoint, are so arranged in their report,as not to carry to 
the reader, without considerable study, a true picture of the 
real expenses of the County. A considerable part of the items 
which appear as expenditures in their accounts are really trans- 
fers between towns and individuals and the County, many 
towns and individuals paying for the care of unfortunates at 
the County Farm. All receipts from the sale of produce at 
the County Farm are turned into the Treasurer’s account, thus 
not appearing in the Commissioners’ account. Certain allot- 
ments from various sources toward highway maintenance, origi- 
nally paid on order of the Commissioners and appearing as ex- 
penses on their books, are also turned into the County Treas- 
urer, thus reducing the actual expense to the County in a 
manner not easily ascertainable without a close comparison of 
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the Commissioners’ report of expenditures with the Treasurer’s 
report of receipts. 


Certain other items of County expense in connection witn 
the Courts are paid on order of the Court under state law, and 
not on order of the Commissioners, thus not appearing in their 
report of expenditures. In order to get a true picture of the 
County’s finances it is necessary to study carefully the report 
of the Treasurer in this connection. 


This system of compiling the reports is of long standing, 
and no criticism attaches to anyone for following precedent. 
Your Committee suggests, however, that, in order that the tax- 
payers receiving the report might understand more fully just 
what the expenditures of the County are that the Commission- 
ers and the Treasurer collaborate in future reports to set up a 
budget, somewhat along the lines followed in the subsequent 
part of this report. Your Committee has not felt it necessary 
to set up this account as accurate to the last penny, since the 
accounts have all been scrutinized by the County auditors, and 
are doubtless correct. Further, the reports for 1928 are not 
as yet fully prepared, and it would have taken long search to 
set up an accurate budget. However, the following figures are 


sufficiently close to give the comparative picture for 1927 and 
1928.

It should be repeated here that the above figures are not 
intended to be accurate, being made up where it is impossible 
to get at the exact figures. The item ‘‘Miscellaneous,’’ is simply 
the amount which must have been derived from some source 
to meet the expenses. Part of this amount came from ‘‘ Fines,”’ 
and the whole can be ascertained when the Treasurer’s report 
is available. However, the figures given show the general pic- 
ture of county finances. 

When the 1927 Legislature met it was ascertained that on 
January 1, 1927, there was a cash balance of nearly $30,000, to 
the eredit of the county, upon which no interest was being 
received, although many other counties of the state were re- 
ceiving substantial credits from interest allowed by banking 
houses on daily balances. Since it seemed impossble for Chesh- 
ire County to receive like consideration, it was definitely deter- 
mined by the delegation that this cash balance should be some- 
what reduced by a reduction in the county tax below the esti- 
mated expenditures for 1927 and 1928. That this action was 
founded on a reasonable basis is disclosed by the statement, 
on January 1, 1928, showing a reduction of the cash balance to 
about $23,000. 

However, unforeseen increases in expenditures for 1928 
above the previous estimates have resulted in wiping out this 
balance. These increases have been as follows; the first column 
showing the estimate presented to the delegation in 1927, and 
the second the expenditures in 1928.

It will be noticed that most-of the excess comes in three 
items, Court expense, County farm, and Boiler house, with 
some marked excess in Jails and Homes. The County Farm and 
Boiler house excess was. due in large part to the flood condi- 
tions, which could not be foreseen, The excess in Court expense 
will be considered later. 


The Delegation should consider carefully whether it is 
advisable to carry a large balance on which it receives no 
interest, or to carry a smaller balance and pay some interest. 
It has clearly been to the disadvantage of the taxpayers to 
carry as large a balance as has been customary. The average 
daily balance to the credit of the County in the years 1928 was 
approximately $15,000, even while the extra expense was re- 
ducing the Court’s surplus from $238,000 to practically nothing. 
It is hoped that data may be obtained to show what the av- 
erage balance was during 1927, when the balance at the begin- 
ning of the year was nearly $30,000 and at its close about $23,- 
000. 
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The item of Court expenses, as has been indicated, has 
shown a marked increase, as follows:

The increase in the item ‘‘Jury Payroll’’ has been due to 
an increase in pay authorized by state law, and by a change 
in court procedure which requires indictments where formerly 
informations were deemed sufficient. 

The marked increase in the item ‘‘Superior Court Orders’’ 
for 1928 was due to a large expense incurred in one gase,. 
which it is hoped, will not be recurrent. 

Your Committee was unable in the time at its disposal to 
make any close study of the increase in the item ‘‘ Witness and 
Term Fees.’’ It would be a long task to tabulate the items in 
this account. They include payments to the sheriff and his 
deputies for time and expense in investigating numerous 
breaks and burglaries in homes and cottages. With the advent 
of the automobile and the development of this section as a 
summer resort such acts are becoming more numerous. With 
the advent of the automobile, also, it has become the practice 
in many communities to call upon the county officers to investi- 
gate, rather than to have investigation made by aces officials, 
all this adding to expense. 

It might be advisable to have these items tabulated, that. 
the exact situation might be known. This could be done at an 
expense of perhaps $25.00 or $50.00 for an accountant, but your 
Committee did not feel called upon to make the detailed exam- 
ination necessary itself. 

For the past few years the County has appropriated 
$3,000.00 annually toward the support of the Elliot Community

Hospital at Keene; yet if any County patient becomes an in- 
mate of the Hospital, the County is called upon to pay the 
full rates. It would seem that if the County is to continue to ap- 
propriate for this purpose, it would be only fair that some 
concession should be granted to County patients. 


On the whole your Committee feels that the affairs of 
Cheshire County have been well-managed. While the appropri- 
ations in other counties in the state have been increasing in the 
past fourteen years in some cases three-fold, and in ali the 
eounties more than double, until 1928 Cheshire County has 
maintained the level of 1915. It is to be hoped that the present 
increase here is only temporary.

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Barrett, Keene, offered report of County Farm Investiga- 
tion as follows: 

““To the Members of the Cheshire County Delegation: 

Your committee of three appointed to investigate the Coun- 
ty Farm herewith make their report. We visited the Farm 
Friday, March 8 and found things in very good condition, 
showing wonderful improvements in the last two years in the 
matter of repairs and conditions of the animals and buildings. 

We found no place to properly take care of the children 
who are there due to being deserted by their parents, also the 
illegitimate children who are there. We would suggest that the 
sum of $1,000 be allowed the Superintendent for each of the 
years 1929 and 1930 for needed repairs and a place to take care 
of these children. In explanation, would say that these children 
are obliged to be kept in the asylum where there are very old 
ladies, many of whom are in such mental condition that it is 
unwise to have the children kept there. 

We noticed the wonderful condition of the dairy cattle, 
and noticed with a degree of satisfaction the exceptional care 
they have received. We also noticed that they were grade cat- 
tle with the exception of the herd sire, and the committee would 
recommend that.the sum of $1,000 for each of the years 1929 
and 1930 be allowed the superintendent with which, with the 
advice of the county commissioners, to purchase pure bred cows 
so that eventually they would have a pure bred herd. We 
would say that our reason for recommending this is that we 
find he keeps production records, and the splendid care that 
the cattle receive we think warrants the keeping of a pure 
bred herd. 

Special mention should be made of the hospital and the 
excellent condition that it is in. It is under the direction of 
’ the matron and two nurses and one man who acts as night man 
and helper. There are 20 beds and the condition of these beds 
and the hospital in general is equal to those we have seen in 
any other hospital. Would also state that the poor patients re- 
ceive the same careful attention as the paid patients. 
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We noticed the excellent condition of the jail; it is well 
managed and seems to fill every need at the present time.

Qn motion of Dunean, Jaffrey, it was voted that the 
county tax for the year 1929 be $104,500 and for the year 1930, 
be $96,500. 

On motion of Barrett, Keene, it was voted that the Delega- 
tion visit the County Farm on the third Thursday of June, or 
if that date is inconvenient to the County Commissioners, upon 
such other date nearby as may be agreeable to them and to 
the chairman of the Delegation. 
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On motion of Ware of Sullivan, it was voted to adjourn 
subject to the call of the chairman.

The Cheshire County Delegation met in Room 100, State 
House, Concord, Wednesday, April 10, 1929, at 9.15 a. m. 

All present except Bailey, Holmes, Pitcher, Bergeron, 
Wilder, M. A. Dickinson, Houghton, Thompson, Burbank, J. H. 
Dickinson. 

The supplementary report of the budget committee was 
presented as follows: 

‘To the Members of the Cheshire County Delegation: 

Since the presentation of the report of the Committee on 
February 6, last, your Budget Committee has proceeded with 
its work as directed. 

In the matter of deposits of county money it was ascer- 
tained that on May 1, 1927, there was a balance on deposit of 
$10,026.61; and on December 31, 1927, the balance was $23,- 
352.15; and that the average daily balance during that period 
was approximately $22,500.00. Your Committee would recom- 
mend that the delegation suggest to the County Commission- 
ers that, inasmuch as it is understaad that the bank depository 
is prepared to pay interest at the rate of 4% on certificates of 
deposit of $5,000.00 or over, a periodic examination of the state 
of the treasury be made; and that if such examination indi- 
cates that there will be a surplus of $5,000.00 or over, above 
the necessary working balance for the coming thirty days, a 
certificate of deposit for that surplus be secured. 

Your committee still feels that this is a cumbersome meth- 
od of doing business, as compared with the payment of a some- 
what smaller rate of interest on daily balances, as, we under- 
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stand, is done by Keene banks in other cases, and by banks in 
their dealings with other counties; but even this arrangement 
is a considerable improvement over the present situation in 
which Cheshire County receives no interest, while compelled to 
pay the high market rate when it borrows. 

Under the special appropriation of $50.00 for the analysis 
of the payments under ‘‘witness and term feés,’’ the commit- 
tee secured the services of Mr. Joseph A. Ryan, of Keene. Mr. 
Ryan has done a careful and painstaking work, the accom- 
panying tabulation being the result. 

A study of these figures shows nothing unreasonable in the 
regular charges or activities. As suggested by the earlier re- 
port, the increase in expenditures seems to be due to changing 
conditions and requirements. Of course the unfortunate Hart 
ease added considerably to the 1928 expense, but it is to be 
hoped that such a situation will not arise again. The amount of 
fines turned into the treasury, $7,043.00, was largely due to the 
activity of county officers and ought reasonably to be eredited ~ 
against their expenditures.
